And as a 
symbol of the Immortality which It Is 
the season's special mission to teach, 
it surely has no rival. The leaves re- 
main on the branches for three years, 
losing their hold only when they are 
pushed off at last by tho growing buds 
of spring. 


Throughout England, 1:0 little Is Its 


supremacy disputed, that It Is popular- 
ly known as "Christmas," Just as tho 
hawthorn Is called "Tho May." 


Its name has been a matter of con- 


siderable Interest. Thoophrastus and 
other Crook authors named tho plant 
Agrla; that IH. wild, or of the Holds. 
The Romans formed from this the 
word Agrlfolium and called It 
also 


Aqulfollum, from actum, sharp, and 
folium, a loaf. Bouhln and Lourelro 
tlrst named It Hex, from tho resomb- 
lanco ot Its leaves to those of the 
Quorcus Ilex, n species of oak which 
wns tho true Ilex of Virgil. Linnaeus 
adopted the name Ilex for the genus, 
and preserved tho name Aqulfollum 
for tho most anciently knewn species. 


Our popular nnmo, holly, probably 


is a corruption of tho word holy, as 
Turner In his herbal calls It holy, and 
holy tree. Tho thorny foliage, 
and 


the borrlos like drops of bright blood, 
could scarcely fall to romlnd a Chris- 
tlan of tho crown of'thorns, and this, 
together with tho universal uso of tho 
plant In tho churches at Christmas 
easily would account for the namo. -

Upon the adoption of tho plans for 


the now courthouse tho committee pro- 
ceeded to advertise for blo> for its 
construction, pursuant to tho plans 


B l/pon receiving tho bids for tho work 
the committee found that It would bo 
impossible to build upon the pans as 
then drawn for tho amount which tho 
board had appropriated. Whereupon 
the committee called tho architect .in 
consultation and authorized him to cut 
down tho size of tho building and sub- 
mit new plans upon tho lines suggested 
by tho committee. 
Tho architect submitted the now plans 


which wore exactly tho same as the 
plans adopted by the board, except as 
to size of the building, and upon tho re- 
vised plans the contract was lot to 
George Rickman Sons Co., of Kalarna- 
zoo, Michigan, on tho basis of their bid 
upon tho first plans. 
' 
. Tho contract price complete is $95,600. 
Thi» contract includes the building 


complete of Bedford stone, terra cotta 
trimmings, asbestos roof, oak doors and 
casings, terraza floor in all halls and 
corridors and cork carpeting, over ce- 
ment in all offices and court rooms, ana 
marble stairs and wainscottlng. Also 
a complete system of steam ht-at and 
ventilation from separate power plant 
located North of tho jail. 
Tho corner stono of tho new building 


was laid on Nov. 10th tho date of this 
report, and tho exterior of tho first story 
of tho same is practically finished. 


In tho sale of the bonds the committee 


did better than was expected, and re- 
ceived from the samo $105,000 net. 
which amount was at once paid into the 


bUThencomUmlttee had the most of this 
fund deposited In the'local banks upon 
certificates of deposit drawing interest;; 
at 3 per cent and propone to keep all 
unpaid balances on deposit In this man- 


neThe problem of what disposition 
should bo made of the ,old court house 
was solved by the committee purchas- 
ing a site and removing the court houae - 
to this site. It was thought by the 
committee to be far. the best interests 
of the county to preserve the court: . 
house Instead of moving it temporarily 
and wrecking it. 
Tho county by this arrangement now 
has a building which it can sell for a 
fair price or which can bo used for some 
other county purpose after the new 
building is completed. 
The committeo consequently purchas- 


ed tho present site for the building, 
paying therefor $1200. There was a 
dwelling house on the slto which the 
committeo sold for $412. leaving the net 
cost of the' site $788. This site was 
selected by reason of tho fact that the 
building could be moved onto it at a 
less cost than any other site offered. 
The contract for moving the building 
was lot on sealed bids, to Chas. Kibben 
for $2,805.00 anp the moving and re- 
pairing of building are practically 
completed at this date. 


Attached to and made a part of this 


report is a financial statement showing 
tho receipts and disbursements of the 
building fund up to and including Nov- 
ember 10, 1308. the date hereof, which 
report and tho books and vouchers the 
committee desire to have checked up 
ay the committee on settlement with 
:ounty ofilcers. 
The committeo expect that tho. new 


court house will be completed and reaoy, 
for occupation on or about January 1, 
1910. It will bo necessary that furni- 
ture for the record rooms, court rooms 
and some of the offices be purchased as 
also chandeliers and other lighting ap- 
paratus, 
' 
For these purposes the Committee 


recommend that there be estimated 
and placed in the levy this year the 
sum of $5,000. It is tho thought of 
the committee that this amount should 
be raised for this purpose before any- 
thing becomes due on tho principal of 
the bonds, so as not to make the taxes 
burdensome in any one year.
